No Va cuum In Po wer Po litics 
Secretary of State Byrnes ha.s admitted that the 
next war is closer than mast of us think it is. His ad­ 
dress in Wurttemburg Friday plainly was meant as an 
acknowledg ment that the United States understands 
the Issue In Germany and is prepared to deal with it 
The Issue Is between Russia and the western Allies. 
The Ideal of cooperative security g uaranteed by joint 
control of Germany for an indefinite time 'the Pots­ 
dam plan» has been scuttled by competition for Ger­ 
many’s sympathy and support. Russia wants to add 
Germany to its military streng th. The western Allies, 
who had hoped to eliminate Germany as a military 
factor, now realize the decision has been taken out of 
their hands They can let Germany g o to Russia by 
default, or they can compete for it. There are no vac­ 
uums in power politics. Henry Morg enthau’s blueprint 
for a pastoral Germany people by herdsmen and folk- 
dancing peasants looked g ood during the war. but It 
ts not what the Soviet Union has in mind now that 
the war is over. 
Thus, Secretary 
Byrnes 
proposes in 
behalf 
of 
Americans that Germany be restored to major-powcr 
status with its own independent g overnment as soon 
as possible. He proposes that the defeated country, 
instead of being forced to g rovel In Its shame for years 
to come, should be inspired by promises of restored 
sovereig nty, a constitution g uaranteeing personal free­ 
dom and a system of political federation. These are 
details of a forthrig ht bid for German support- de­ 
tails desig ned to convince Germans that the United 
States is offering them as much as Russia Is offering 
them. 
Mr. Byrnes declares that Germany must not be a 
pawn in a military strug g le for power between the 
East and the West. The fact Is that Germany is a 
pawn In the strug g le between the East and the West 
—and the further fact is the strug g le no long er Ls be­ 
ing ig nored. As the strong est actual power on earth 
in 1939 and the strong est potential power In western 
Europe In 1946, Germany is In the strug g le to the roots 
of its being . Our secretary of state merely has acknow­ 
ledg ed that this g overnment ls aware of what ls ’hap­ 
pening . 


IOU Fo r OPA 
Publication of the new price ceiling s on meat is a 
serious matter. Much of the meat the ceiling s are sup­ 
posed to control the price of doesn’t exist, and most 
of the celhng s won’t be observed. 
The meat situation will g o back to being what It, 
was before a brief breathing spell from OPA let sup­ 
plies reach consumers according to old-fashioned laws 
of supply and demand. That ls, the OPA will main­ 
tain nominal ceiling s on non-existent supplies of meat 
Having tried almast everything , the g overnment 
mig ht experiment with a voucher system. This would 
mean the OPA would g ive would-be consumers of 
toneat IOU’s for all reasonable amounts of meat they 
could not buy leg itimately under ceiling prices. Thus, 
the consumers could retain the illusion which some 
ctf them cherish that without 
OPA they 
would be 
without a friend In the world. 
But of course the OPA Ls not g oing to experiment 
with a voucher system It has eritmg h to do with rais­ 
ing ceiling s on meat that cannot be purchased under 
OPA ceiling s. The public cannot buy meat, but it can 
study the ceiling s.

If Fa rmers To o k It Ea sy 
Farmers, according to a Department of Ag ricul­ 
ture report, should beg in to take it easy, like indus­ 
trial workers who have whittled down their work 
'week to 4 0 hours and now are eyeing still further re­ 
ductions. Instead of taking on more responsibilities 
and more work, most farmers 
should relax a little 
after their war efforts, in the opinion of Sherman E. 
^Johnson, author of “Chang es in Fanning in War and 
<*eace,’’ officially sponsored by the Department of 
Ag riculture and, therefore, by the United States g ov­ 
ernment. 
Perhaps this Ls g ood advice. But it will lift some 
eyebrows. What it amounts to. in effect, Is advice to 
farmers to follow the example of industrial workers 
and cut down their output of work. It builds an arg u- 
Ynent on the efficiency which machinery has broug ht 
to farms, but faiLs to acknowledg e what Is obvious in 
every factory' in the United States—that efficient ma­ 
chinery Is worthless unless operated by efficient labor. 
Nor does it point out what Ls obvious to every suc­ 
cessful farmer: that his success is in direct ratio to 
hLs own effort. Unlike the industrial worker who may 
demand more pay for less work and still retain the 
illusion of prosperity, a farmer who takes thing s too 
easy pays the consequences directly. Farmers do their authority.

GUARDING YOUR HEALTH 


Pre-Ca ncero us Co nditio ns 


BY HERMAN N. BUNIYESEN, M. 1». 
THE fact that of late years med­ 
ical science has discovered what are 
called 
pre-cancerous 
conditions, 
that is, disorders which, thoug h not 
themselves cancerous, may yet lead 
to cancer. Is one of the g reat for­ 
ward steps in the prevention of this 
dread disease. 
In other words we know now that 
cancer does not come unheralded. 
Usually it 1s preceded by some con­ 
dition 
which, 
if treated early, is 
harmless. Nowhere is this more true 
than in the ease of thk breasts. 
Indeed, there are a number of 
breast disorders which do not pro­ 
duce cancer at all, even thoug h they 
may result in 
the 
formation 
of 
lumps In the breasts. 
Which Are Dang erous 
The important tiling , or course, 
is to disting uish between the dis­ 
orders which are 
dang erous 
and 
those which are not and this, nat­ 
urally, can only be done by a phy ­ 
sician, but it should be a g reat com­ 
fort to the woman who discovers 
a swelling in the breast to know 
that it is not necessarily a serious 
matter. 
One of these conditions Ls called 
hypertrophy. It occurs at the ma­ 
turing period and may effect either 
one or both breasts. It does not 
produce any symptoms other than 
enlarg ement of the breasts and does 
not lead to cancer. 
There is no 
treatment necessary for it. 
Another condition Ls known as 
adenofibrosis. In this disorder in 
its early stag es, there is swelling 
of the breast with some pain and 
cong estion in the veins. The sy mp­ 
toms increase just before the reg u­ 
lar periods and become less after 
the period starts. 
In the early 
stag es, there 
are 
small lumps in the breasts which 
join tog ether as the condition prog ­ 
resses to form a solid mass. Thus 
condition also does-rot lead to can­ 
cer 
and 
disappears 
during 
the 
chang e of life or menopause. 
Chronic Mastitis 
A third disorder is called chronic 
mastitis or long continued inflam­ 
mation of the breasts. This condi­ 
tion. as a rule, does not cause any 
pain and may produce a watery se­ 
cretion lrom the nipples. Lumps 
may be felt in the breasts. There 
Ls in severe cases a chance that 
cancer may develop later on. 
According to Dr. Shields 
War­ 
ren. M.C., U.S.N.R.. this disorder is 
probably due to some disturbance 
of the g lands of internal secretion 
and may persist alter the chang e of 
life. The treatmlhnt will of course, 
depend on the severity of the dis­ 
order An operation may be1 advised 
In some cases. 
Another condition affecting the 


breasts is 
called 
chronic 
cystic ] 
mastitis. In this disturbance, swell­ 
ing s containing fluid develop in the 
breast. There may be one or more 
such cysts. They 
feel 
like 
hard 
lumps in the breast. This disorder 
usually occurs Just after or Just 
before the chang e of life and may j 
be preceded by chronic mastitis. 
Dr. Warren also states that this 
condition also may be responsible 
for the development of breast can­ 
cer. If there is just one cyst pres- ■ 
ent ft small bit of tissue from 
it may be removed and examined 
under the microscope to determine 
whether or not the cyst is cancer­ 
ous. If the tissue is found to be 
cancerous, the cyst should be re- j 
moved at once. If there are several 
cysts, it may be necessary to re­ 
move the entire breast. 
In all instances in which a swell­ 
ing develops in the breast, there 
should be no hesitation in having 
an examination made at once so as 
to determine wnat condition is 
present, and so that life-saving 
treatment may be employed as early 
as possible, if necessary.
